On November 1,  1985, I  was tasked to perform a prel iminary assessment of  
the Al l ied Aviat ion Services Company, Kansas City Internat ional Airport  (KCI),  
Kansas City,  Missouri .  The purpose of this assessment is to determine 
the potent ial  hazards that pertain to this si te and to make recommendations 
concerning the need for further invest igat ion. 

Al l ied Aviat ion Services is located in Platte County, Missouri ,  at  
the Kansas City Internat ional Airport .  The Company is owned by Al l ied 
Maintenance Corporat ion, 2 Pennsylvania Plaza, New York, New York 10121. 
The approximate legal locat ion of the si te is SE1/4, SE1/4, Sec.16, T52N, 
R34W, USGS, Ferrelview, Missouri ,  7.5 minute quadrangle. Al l ied Aviat ion 
is current ly act ive in recovering residual "sump" kerosene from fuel 
tanks and vehicles to store on s i te unt i l  the material  can be hauled off  
for recycl ing. Recycl ing is performed by Radium Petroleum Company, 1633 
South Marsh, Blue Summit,  Missouri  64126 (816/833-1919). In the recycl ing 
process, Radium Petroleum combines the "sump" kerosene with No. 5 heat ing 
oi l  to produce No. 4 heat ing oi l .  

During contact procedures to conf irm Al i ied1s waste disposal pract ices, 
i t  was anonymously reported that Al l ied was i l legal ly dumping waste into 
a storm sewer that leads to a lake adjacent to the Marr iot  Hotel  at  KCI. 
This incident is being handled as a spi l l  s i tuat ion and is current ly being 
invest igat ied by Doris Bender, Missouri  Department of  Natural  Resources (MDNR). 
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The in i t ia l  spi l l  information for this incident can be found under spi l l  
report  number 11065-JW-1219 which is attached. 

Further invest igat ion of Al l ied Aviat ion Services as a potent ial  
hazardous waste s i te under CERCLA sect ion 104e is not recommended because 
Al l ied is recycl ing waste of f  s i te.  However, due to the al legat ions that 
Al l ied is i l legal ly dumping wastes, their  Spi l l  Prevent ion Control  and 
Countermeasures Plan (SPCC) should be inspected on a t ime avai lable basis.

Dear Ms. Biggs: 

This letter confirms the discussion held during the April 11 meeting 
regarding waste disposal activities at the Allied Aviation fueling 
facilities at St. Louis and Kansas City International Airports. 
Present for Allied were myself, and Bruce Pashley, Director of Fueling 
for Allied. Present for the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency, 
Region VII, ("EPA") besides yourself were John Enger, Superfund 
Section, Mark Rivas, State Program Section, and Jane Werholtz of the 
EPA Office, Regional Counsel. 

Mr. Pashley described Allied's fueling operations at the two 
airports. The company fuels jet aircraft at the two airports with 
Jet-A fuel (kerosene) and fuels propeller aircraft with aviation 
gasoline at Kansas City International Airport. We provided you at 
the meeting with the American Society for Testing and Materials 
standards D-1655 and D-910 (Copyright 1982) which contained a 
listing of the various properties and characteristics of Jet-A 
(kerosene) and aviation gasoline. Mr. Pashley stated that there are 
two by-products from these fueling operations - coalescers (filters) 
which remove water, and particulate matter from the fuel and, in 
the case of Jet-A (kerosene) residual "sump" kerosene. The "sump" 
kerosene is sold, at each airport, to fuel recyclers, who combine 
it with No. 5 heating oil to produce No. 4 heating oil. The fuel 
recycler at St. Louis is Midwest Oil & Refining Company, 
1900 Watson Road, St. Louis, Missouri 63114, Telephone 
Number (314) 427-2662. The fuel recycler at Kansas City is Radium 
Petroleum Company, 1633 South Marsh, Blue Summit, Missouri 64126, 
Telephone Number (816) 833-1919. The used coalescers are taken 



off-site, at each airport, by hauling contractors and deposited in 
sanitary landfills. The hauling contractor at St. Louis is 
Browning-Ferris Industries, 11506 Bowling Green Drive, St. Louis, 
Missouri 63141, Telphone Number (314) 567-3330 and this company 
takes the filters to West Lake Landfill, 13570 St. Charles Rock 
Road, Bridgeton, Missouri, Telephone Number (314) 739-1112. The 
hauling contractor at Kansas City is Browning-Ferries Industries of 
Kansas City, Inc., 3150 North 7th Street, Kansas City, Missouri 
66115, Telephone Number (913) 281-4343. This company takes the 
coalescers to Plattco Landfill, County Road FF, seven miles west of 
Parkville, Missouri. 

We further informed you that Allied has never considered either the 
residual "sump" kerosene or the coalescers as "hazardous" waste 
for purposes of the Resource Conservation and Recovery Act (the 
"Act"). We feel that the "sump" fuel is exempt from regulation due 
to the fact that it is beneficially reused and recycled. The 
coalescers, we believe, neither exhibit the properties of a "hazardous" 
waste for purposes of the Act, nor are they discarded in sufficient 
quantities to qualify for regulation] At~~St. Louis, T,250 filters 
of the weight of no more of ten pounds each are disposed of annually; 
at Kansas City, 1,203 of the same weight are disposed of annually. 
These quantities are sufficiently small to qualify Allied as a 
small-quantity generator under the Act, even if it were found, 
contrary to the Company's position, that the filters constitute 
"hazardous" waste for purposes of the Act. 

You expressed an interest in reviewing analyses of the used 
coalescers and we enclose as Exhibits A & B two analyses run on 
June 9, 1982, and June 13, 1983, respectively, by the coalescer 
supplier, Facet Enterprises, Inc., of Tulsa, Oklahoma. 

We also mentioned at the meeting that both St. Louis and Kansas 
City International Airports have Spill Prpvpntinn Control and 
Countermeasures (SPCC) Plans as required by law. 

Please let us know if we can provide you with additional 
information.
